Cabinet Officers and Relatives in 
Blue Room—Sisters Attend Bride

WASHINGTON, May 7.—With the 
marriage of Miss Eleanor Randolph Wil- 
son, youngest daughter of the President 
of the United States and Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, to William Gibbs McAdoo, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, at 6 o’clock this 
evening, another important event was 
added to the social history of the White 
House. 

To-day’s ceremony was in marked 
contrast to that of less than six months 
ago, when 400 guests, including repre- 
sentatives of thirty-six foreign nations 
and the highest dignitaries of this Gov- 
ernment, filled the great East Room. ot 
witness the marriage of Miss Jessie Wil- 
son’ to Francis Bowes Sayre. In spite 
of its official setting to-day’s wedding 
was a strictly family affair.“ Less than 
100 persons were present, and they were 
confined almost exclusively to close 
relatives .of bride and bridegroom and 
the members of the Cabinet and. their 
respective families. 

The Marine Band Orchestra furnished 
the nuptial music. Military aids on 
duty at the White House led the short 
procession from the grand stairway 
across the. corridor to the Blue Room. 
But for these two adjuncts the wedding 
might have taken place in the modest 
home at Princeton where the bride’s 
girlhood was passed or in Harlakenden 
House ‘at Corriish, N. H., the Summer 
home of the President. 

White House Grounds Guarded. 

Late this afternoon, for the first time 
since the beginning of the wedding 
preparations, the fron. gates of -the 
White House grounds were closed or 
guarded by policemén. No one was 
allowed to enter except by card. Some 
few pedestrians lingered abdut ‘the 
Pennsylvania Avenue éntrances, hoping 
to catch a view from afar of the wed- 
ding guests or the large house party

American - ‘Government in the. mat- 
ter of the continued landing - of 
troops-and war material since the 
suspension of hostilities, cannot but 
acknowledge and feel grateful for 
the prudence, impartiality and 
rectitude of the mediators.”

WASHINGTON, ' May 7.—There was 
unusual activity around the War De- 
partment to-night, and when the officers 
began to leave “dt midnight the idea 
prevailed that as a result of considera- 
tion- given to a message from Gen.

It is understood that every arrange- 
ment has been made for the dispatch of 
another brigade. Additional troops, in- 
cluding infantry and artillery, are need- 
ed to protect the American shore forces 
at’ Vera Cruz against a surprise attack., 
The four transports at Galveston are 
under orders’ to be ready to sail at a 
moment’s notice and steps: have  beén 
taken to procure other transports. 

Seurry of Army Chiefs. 

To-night’s activity at the War De- 
partment continued from 8 o’clock until 
midnight. All the heads of staff de- 
partments were there, and a force of 
the transport division of the Quarter- 
master General’s Bureau was on hand. 
Secretary Garrison went to the Depart- 
mént In great haste about 8:30 o'clock, 
following a call from Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Breckinridge, who had been 
holding down the lid. 

A long dispatch had been received 
from Gen. Funston dealing with the sit- 
uation at Vera Cruz. At first there 
were indications that Secretary Garrison 
might make some announcement as ‘to 
the contents of the Funston, dispatch.

On the question of sending refugees 
back to the oil fields, the Secretary 
says:

Tampico is. now a closely beleaguered 
city, exposed to constant attacks from 
the outside from a continually aug- 
menting enemy.

OIL MEN TRY TO GET BACK. 


British Ambassador’ Warns Them 
They Will Be Unable to Land. 


GALVESTON, Tex., May '7.—The Brit-

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10. ASK WILSON'S AID 


Meeting Here Resolves on Per- 
sonal Appeal for Protection 
of.Vast Oil Properties. 


WANT THEIR MEN TO RETURN 


Factions’ Promises Not Kept, They 
Say—Complain That Their Em- 
ployes Were “ Shanghaied.” 


Having failed to get any results from 
conferences with Secretary Bryan, rep- 
resentatives of all the oil interests in 
Mexico, with the exception of the Pierce 
Oil Corporation, decided. last night to 
appeal direct to President Wilson for 
measures that will make it possible for 
their American employes to return to 
the Tampico oil fields. ‘Among the 100 
men who met at the Rocky Mountain 
Club, 65 West Forty-fourth Street, were 
officials of British, German,:and Mex-~- 
ican companies, many of whosé em- 
ployes were Americans. 

In the resolutions adopted and in the 
speeches made there was a studied ef- 
fort to refrain from criticism of Secre- 
tary Bryan, but the undercurrent of 
feeling was plain. Several speakers 
started to speak strongly on this point, 
but checked themselves, saying that 
they did not wish to embarrass the Ad- 
ministration in any way. 

Nevertheless, the action of the Gov- 
ernment in bringing 2,000 men from the 
oil fields to Galveston was character- 
ized as “shanghaiing’’ them. These 
men, according to the speeches, were 
induced to take refuge (temporarily 
they supposed) on ships in the harbor 
during a prospective battle, as they had 
done during previous alarms, and the 
next thing they knew they were on the 
way to the United States. 

The oil men want to have the United 
States make it possible for these men 


to return, not so much to prevent the 
waste of petroleum, which was s to 
be running off, but to forestall a ter- 
rible catastrophe, should any of the 
wells take fire. Such an outcome, it 
was predicted, would result in heavy 
loss of Sife and in a waste of fuel that 
would be felt by all nations, 

The withdrawal of the gunboats from 
the Panuco River en April 21 was called 
a serious mistake. The speakers said 
it encouraged bands of brigands and the 
worst element of the Mexican popula-. 
tion to commit depredations, ang they 
predicted that the return of even one 
gunboat would make it possible for 
the American employes to return. 

Members of the committee that called 
on Mr. rye on Wednesday and had 
prewiapely ked with him reported that 

e and the British Ambassador had in- 
formed them that both Huerta and Car- 
ranza had given assurances that the oil 
men would not be molested by..their 
forces, but that they could not answer 
for irresponsible bands.. The upshot, it 
was stated, was that.they were free to 
return, but that the United States Gov- 
ernment would not be responsible. for 
their fate. Mr. Bryan, it was said, ad- 
mitted that peaceful conditions would 
not prevail in the Tampico district with- 
out the intervention of United States 
forces, but the Administration wotld 
not intervene. 


Told of Danger of Disaster.

As a result of the strenuous efforts 
of the State Department and of the Rritish 
Ambassador at Wathington, (to whom we 
hereby express our sincere thanks for their 
interest and activity,) promises were ob- 
tained both from Gen. Huerta and Gen. 
Carranza that returning Mexican oil men 
would not be molested, Despite these ef- 
forts and promises, however, the situation 
still remains substantially unchanged. 

Obstacles have been thrown in our path 
at Tampico by the local officers in com- 
mand’ of the contending factions, delays are 
added to delays, representatiOns have 
proved fruitless, intimations and statements 
of great danger to Americans are put forth, 
and the United States ships still remain 
outside the bar of the Panuco River.

LAST SEEN NEAR OUTPOSTS 


Possibly Went Crazy from the Heat 
—Taggart Wires Maass, but 
Gets No Reply.

VERA CRUZ, May 7.—Private Parks 
of the Twenty-eighth Infantry is be- 
lieved to be a prisoner of the Mexican 
Federals at Soledad. Two full-blooded 
racers belonging to Lieut. Col. Elmore 
F. Taggart of the same regiment are 
also believed to be in the hands of the 
Federals. 

Parks was riding one horse and 
leading the other when he was last 
seen near the outposts late last night. 

Lieut, Col. Taggart has wired to 
Gen. Maass, requesting that he return 
Parks and the horses. Gen. Maass 
had not replied up to 9 o’clock to- 
night, 

Officers of the Twenty-eighth In- 
fantry say they believe that Parks 
was crazed by the heat and rode un- 
knowingly into the Federal lines. 

The heat here was terrific to-day, 
but, the health of the troops in gen- 
eral and of the entire community con- 
tinues to be excellent. 

An elaborate scheme to insure good 
sanitary conditions in Vera Cruz is 
being made ready for operation by the 
health officials of the United States 
Army. 

The plan will aim at the complete 
elimination of all mosquitoes and 
flies. There will be a house-to-house 
cleaning from one end of the city to 
the other. 

Two hundred native policemen, all 
garbed in new uniforms and looking 
very proud, were sworn in by the 
American authorities to-day. 

A permanent military commission 
under the Presidency.of Lieut. Col. T. 
W. Moore of the Seventh Infantry 
was established to-day. The court is 
to try all capital crimes and major 
offenses against the laws of hostile 
occupation, its findings to be subject 
only to approval by the military com- 
mander and President Wilson. It will. 
convene for the first time on Monday. 
One murder case and several cases of 
shooting at troops are awaiting trial. 
The members of the court, in addi- 
tion to Lieut. Col. Moore, are Major 
T. O. Murphy of the Nineteenth In- 
fantry and Major J. D. Leitch of the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry. Capt. Con-

LONDON, May 7.~The warm thanks 
of the American Government for the 
assistance rendered by British Naval 
officers in getting American refugees 
out of Tampico were éonveyed to-day 
by Ambassador Page to Sir Edward 
Grey, the Foreign Secretary. 

The British cruiser Hermione has been 
at Tampico for some time and has been 
instrumental in helping American refu- 
gees in leaving the city. On several oc- 
casions she has sent her boats to the 
shore to bring Americans to safety in 
the harbor, or to the cruiser, or placing 
them on board merchant vessels which 
took them to American ports.

REFUGEE WAS TORTURED. 


Mexicans Released Harwood and 
His Wife When He Paid $6,000, 


Special to The New York Times. 
GALVESTON, Texas, May 7.—Four 
American refugees who arrived to-night 
from Vera Cruz brought new reports of 
Mexican atrocities. The refugees are C. 
L. Baker, assistant general manager of 
the American Smelting and Refining 
Company; Jack Brennon, Mexico City; 
P. F. Holland, Dallas, and Case H. Har- 
wood, a financier of Aguascalientes. 
These refugees were driven out by 
armed bands of Mexicans. They say 
that other foréigners in Mexico have 
suffered a worse fate. 

Mr. Harwood, who lived in the in- 
terior, said that. with $6,000 in gold he 
purchased the release. of his wife and 
himself from Mexican bandits., His cat- 
tle and stock were confiscated and his 
home was’ burned... He was awakened 
in the night by bandits, and he and his 
wife fled. They soon were captured, he 
said, and thén he purchased freedom for 
his wife and himself. 

“I was tied to a tree half a mile from 

home,”’ said Mr. Harwood. ‘‘ Mexicans 
blindfolded me and told me. to prepare 
to die. I could hear the criés of my 
wife. She begged for my life:. As they 
were measuring. off paces intend- 
ing to shoot..me, I told them that I 
would give the money. I was released 
and conducted them to the place where 
my money was hidden. Aftér they ob- 
tained it I was told to leave: the coun- 
try at orce and did. 
“My wife and I walked more than 
100 miles through hilly country. At 
length we reached Mexico City. When 
we. atrived there we found shocking 
conditions. Americans were being per- 
secuted on every side, and foreignrs 
who sympathized with Americans fared 
no better. After. several days in Mex- 
ico City we left for Vera Cruz and then 
ame here. I will never retun to Mex- 
co.””

here, said to-day that for a long time 
in his district there had been bitter 
feeling against Americans. His house at 
éne time was. besieged by Mexicans, but

In Mexico City he “said it was danger- 
ous to ig on the streets. He had heard, 
he' said, many stories of, cruelties in- 
flictead on Americans in’ the. interior, 
none of which he could vouch for. 

“They were reported to me by Ameri- 
can citizens,’’ he said, ‘‘and I took 
them up with Washington as fast as 
communication would permit.”’

Swiftest and Most Humane Way 
- to Bring Peace to Mexico, 
“Rebel Leader Says. 


ARMY LACKS AMMUNITION 


in. Event of War Between the Two 
Countries He Will Aid All 
Foreigners to Leave. 


TORREON, Mexico, May 7.—A plea 
for the lifting of the embargo on arms 
as the swiftest and most humadaitarian 
method of bringing peace to Mexico was 
made in an interview to-day by Gen. 
Francisco Villa, General in Chief of the 
Constitutionalist Army. 

“Phe embargo is protracting this 
struggle uselessly,’’ he said. ‘“ I hope 
the American Government understands 
that the placing of the embargo is in- 
terfering seriously with the plans of 
the Constitutionalists. Gomez Palacio, 
Torreon, San Pedro de las Colonias, and 
even Monterey were Constitutionalist 
successes, due to the brief lifting of 
the embargo. . Mexico should be paci- 
fied. We cannot gain this end quickly 
while we suffer from lack of ammun- 
tion. 

‘““We can continue this stuggle for 
better social and economic conditions 
in Mexico by capturing our ammuni- 
tion from the enemy as we have done 
largely in the past, but such a method 
would necessarily drag the war over a 
long period. I believe, therefore, that 
every -humanitarian consideration ar- 
gues fo the lifting of the embargo. The 
sooner we can procure the arms and 
ammunition we need, the sooner the 
country will be pacified. I am sure the 
American péople will have no-difficulty 
in understanding this.” 

Gen.- Villa spoke of his attitude to- 
ward the United States and Americans 
in the event that hostilities should en- 
sue between the two countries: 

“I wish,’”’ he said, ‘‘to make it clear 
to the people of the United States that I 
am anxious for all Americans connectea 
with industries in Mexico to return and 
again take up their pursuits. I wish to 
add that the foreigners now in Mexico 
and those who return will have nothing 
to fear should it ever come to war be- 
tween Mexico and the United States, 
and I give my word that everything 
possible would be dene py me to protect 
them. Should they desire to leave the 
country in such an event, I would place 
enough rolling stock at their disposal 
to take them and all their movable 
property out of Mexico.”’ 

Gen. Villa dechared that involvement 
of his party in war with the United 
States was a remote possibility. 

“Why war with the United States?’’ 
he said. ‘It would be extremely fool- 
ish for two reasonable and intelligent 
men to fight over a drunken man, and 
would it not be the height of folly for 
the United States and Mexico to come 
to blows over a man like Huerta? It 
seems to me that the entire civilized 
world would laugh should this come to 
Pass. ” 

Gen. Villa reiterated his belief in the 
good will of the American people 
toward: Mexico. 

‘“‘ After -all,” he said, ‘“‘ our interests 
are mutual. A boundary is only an im- 
aginary political line. Socially and eco- 
nomically the -Rio Grande has. never 
proven a stiff barrier to the nations 
separated by it. I believe that all en- 
lightened Americans and Mexicans take 


this stand. I. know I do. 


** However, there is much in society. 
The Mexicans would remain Mexicans 
just as the Americans prefer to remain 
Americans. For that reason we Mex- 
icans would defend our country-to the 
last. I take the liberty to say that be- 
fore a war between e United States 
and Mexico would be terminated few 
Mexicans would be left alive. It is not 
every American who believes this yet. 
I dare say Americans who have lived 
in Mexico willeagree with me that the 
Mexican loves his country as ‘much as 
the man of any other race. But I am 
now and always have been for peace.’’ 

Gen. Villa told of the efforts he was 
making in preparation for an effective 
campaign against Saltillo and San Luis 
Potosi. He dwelt on the fact that the 
majority of the 15,000 men he reviewed 
yesterday were well mounted. 

The next moves in Villa’s war plans, 
it is said, depend somewhat on Gen. 
Carranza, who is expected to-morrow. 
Hundreds of box cars for transporta- 
tion of the troops have been concen- 
trated about Torreon, and large stores 
of provisions and forage have been as- 
sembled. All available troops from the 
north are -being brought here. The re- 
opening of ‘the Torreon-Monterey line 
of railroad, repeats oh which are going 
forward rapid 
the handling of troops. 

It is reported -here that the railroad 
line between Saltillo and San Luis Po- 
tosi has been cut, shutting off rail- 
road communication between the Fed- 
eral garrisons of those two cities. One 
ConStitutionalist command is said to be 
operating .a short distance south of Sal- 
tillo and another a short distance north 
of San: Luis Potosi.

Deplores French Minister’s 
p sence. 


PARIS, Friday, May 8.—The Matin 
this morning prints the following. cable 
dispatch sent from Washington by Jules 
Hedeman, its foreign“editor: 

** While accepting the proposal of me- 
diation, and while preparing to send 
delegates to the Niagara conference in 
order to arrive at a settlement with 
Huerta, the United States.

Such a possi- 
bility is constantly occupying the mind 
the Washington Government, al- 
though it is — that it will not be- 
come a fact. or there is always some 
justification for dreading that an act 
of. desperation on thé part, of Huerta 
may endanger the lives of foreigners in 
general and of Amerfcan citizens in 
particular, or that terrible anarchy may 
break out when the revolutionary forces 
approach the capital to fight the Fed- 
eral troops in the vicinity of Mexico. 
The fear of such a situation is, I repeat, 
felt in official circles in Washington, 
and in the event of its arising United 
States troops would endeavor to reach 
the capital and land in some other ports. 

“How is it that at the moment when 
such a delicate state of things exists, 
at the moment when is events may 
happen, the French Minister is absent 
from his post in Mexico, sojourning in 
France? The French colony in Mexico 
City is a very important one. The 
secretary, who is actually conducting 
the legation in. place of the Minister, 
is an intelligent and very competent 
man, who is performing his duties ad- 
mirably.

Two-thirds of the special panel of 300 
talesmen for the second trial of ex-

Out of the 200 talesmen who were 
drawn in the first two sections only 155 
appeared for duty, and it was when the 
one hundred and fifty-fifth man had 
been called and excused that court was 
adjourned until 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. When the session was halted six 
men had seats in the jury box. 

Two new jurors were agreed upon yes- 
terday, who, added to the five who 
were selected on Wednesday, made 
seven all told.

SINCLAIR DESERTS LEAGUE 


Goes to Colorado to Get Local Color 
for a New Book of “ The 
Jungle” Sort. 


The police dealt a blow to the Free 
Silence Protest League at 5:30 o'clock 
last night, when they broke up a meet- 
ing in front of the houses of John D. 
Rockefeller and John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., -at 4 and 10 West Fifty-fourth 
Street, and arrested one of the protest- 
ants, Albert Turner, who wore a long 
black shroud, which covered his head 
and reached to within a few inches of 
his heels. 

Later Magistrate Levy in the Night 
Court, despite the testimony of his 
companions, sent Turner to the work- 
house for sixty days for disorderly con- 
duct. 

The leaguers, seven of them, went to 
the Rockefeller homes from the Stand- 
ard Oil offices at 26 Broadway. Turner, 
stalking up and down in his long black 
gown, followed by others with black 
mourning bands on their arms, soon at- 
tracted a crowd of 500. 

Detective Willlam T. Ward was de- 
tailed to watch them, and finally the 
crowd became so large that four pa- 
trolmen were sent to make sure that 
there was no disorder. The patolmen 
tried to disperse. the crowd, but with 
little success. Finally Detective Ward 
seized the man in the black shroud 
and ordered him to ‘‘ come along.” 

“TI guess you’ve done enough,” he 
said. ‘I arrest you for disorderly 
conduct.” 

The prisoner was taken first to the 
police station and then to Night Court, 
the mourners following in silence. Some 


of them bore banners with the message, 


“Thou shalt not kill.’

Chief Counsel Polk recalled Warren 
Chase to the stand with a view to as- 
sisting him, by certain documents, in 
refreshing his memory upon _ trans- 
actions, the details of which yesterday 
he had been unable to recall. Mr. 
Chase requested permission to make a 
change in his testimony of yesterday 
concerning the Metropolitan Steamship 
Company of New Jersey. He had been 
asked where he had got the money with 
which to finance that proposition. 

“TI desire to say that Douglas Nichol- 
son represented me in the purchase of 
the Metropolitan Company securities,”’ 
said Chase. ‘‘ He was not a dummy. In 
fact, he is a very substantial man. I 
suppose he got the money for the pur- 
chase of the securities from the Assets 
Realization Company, which took over 
all of the stock and securities of the 
Metropolitan Steamship company. 

“ Afterward, in 1910, he disposeq of 
the securities, except the stock, to - 
ward T. Canfield, a Hartford, (Conn.,) 
lawyer, me for E. D. Robbins. My 
recollection is that the approximate 
Popo paid was $1,500,000. We retained 
4,300 shares of the stock-of the Metro-

**Do you know anything. of the assets 
of the Billard Company? 
‘“* Not a blessed thing. 

When Mr. Kelly concluded, Henry 
Stoddand of New Haven, counsel. for 
Samuel C. Morehouse, announced that 
the. latter was ill at present, but hoped 
to be able to appear in a few days in 
response to the commission’s summons. 

The next witness, George Smith Adams, 
bookkeeper of the Second National Bank 
of New Haven, said he had acted in a 
similar capacity for the Billard Com- 
pany. The company had two books, he 
said, and he made the entries in them 
at his desk in the barik. 

“I received memoranda of transactions, 
generally from Samuel H. Hemingway, 
and the entries were copled into the 
books from these,’’ Mr. Adams stated. 

Asked about the nature of entries, he 
declared he only could recall them in a 
vague way. He thought there were ac- 
ccunts with the New England Invest- 
ment and Security Company and _ the 
Eastern Steamship Company, and told of 
others. 

Mr. Adams said Mr. Mellen had bor- 
rowed sums of money at various times 
from the Billard Company, but he. could 
not remember any exact amounts. He 
wus under the impression that Mr, 
Hemingway, as:Treasurer, and John L. 
Billard, as President of the company, 


received salaries. 
“Did Mr. Mellen pay back all that he 
borrowed from the Billard Company?’ 


askec Jonn H. W. Crim, Mellen’s attor- 


ney. 

“Tl do not know, but I suppose he 
did.” said the witness. 

The hearing will be continued to-mor- 
row, and it isnot likely from present 
appearances, that Commissioner Mc- 

ord will succeed in his desire to bring 
jt to an end before the close of the week. 
EB. D. Robbins, general counsel for the 
New Haven, is still here waiting to 
testify. 

Charles S. Mellen is also te go upon the 
stand, it is understood, and his’ counsel 
has attended all the hearings with a 
view to gathering the information upon 
which Mr. Mellen is expected to base & 
formal statement that will clear up much 
of the mystery. 

It is understood that former Gov. Folk 
has asked the Grand Jury of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to return an indict- 
ment against Mr. Chase for his refusal 
to answer questions about the Pacific 
Company. 


J. L. BILLARD’S STATEMENT. 


How His Big Deal in Boston & 
Maine Stock. Originated. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The prepared 
statement which Mr. Billard to-day put 
in the record of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s inquiry into the 
affairs of the New Haven Railroad was 
as follows: 

‘In 1907 the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company held 109,- 
948 shares of stock of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, which, as I understood 
it, according to a decision of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court, it had no right 
to hold under the Massachusetts law 
as it then stood. The New Haven Coms+ 
pany hoped in time to get the law 
changed so as to permit it to hold this 
stock. At the moment it was generally 
understood that the railroad company 
had to part with this stock. 

‘“*T wrote Charles S. Mellen, the Presi- 
dent of the railroad company, offering 
$120 a share for this. stock, about the 
market price. He telephoned me that 
if I would give $125 a share he would 
help me finance the purchase. This 1 
agreed to do. I paid a part of the 
purchase price with a note and the 
balance in’ cash, having borrowed for 
the purpose from the National City 
Bank of New York. 

“ There was absolutely no understand- 
ing by which I was to be protected 


against a fall in’ value of the Boston & 
aine stock, or by which I was under 
of obligation to keep the stock, or to 
sell it again to the New Haven’ Rail- 
road Company. My note I omecquantly 
paid in full, The purchase that I have 
described was not sufficient to give me 
a majority of the Boston & Maine stock, 
and thought that my position would; 
be strengthened by the acquisition of; 
additional shares of this stock. To aid 
me in such Bsa nny I arranged to bor- | 
row $1,000, from the New England | 
Navigation Company on a note, which 
I subsequently paid in full. I also bor- | 
rowed money for the purpose at banks

wished to reacquire the stock it had 
sold to me. 

**In the purchase of this stock I had 
risked my whole fortune... At one time 
the Boston & Maine shares had fallen in 
the-market so that my purc showed 

e a loss of over $1,000,000. I had 
bought the stock at about market price, 
and sold it back at- about market price. 
I received $150 a share, showing me a 
profit ‘of $25 a share on my original pur- 
chase of 109,948 shares. 


Had Acted Independently. 


“‘T' was not at that time a Director of 
the New Haven Railroad Company, and 
both in the pirchase and resale of this 
stock the negotiations between me and 
the railroad company-were absolutely 
free from any secret arrangement or 
understanding. ? 

**I did agree, as is shown by a writ- 
ten contract dated June 30, 1909, in view 
of the profit I was making, to take over. 
from the New England Navigation Com- 
pany, in payment for the Boston & 
Maine stock, over $16,000,000 of gold 
notes of the New England Investment 
and Security Company, a Massachusetts 
voluntary association, which controlled 
the street railways in Worcester dnd 
Springfield: These notes ‘bore low rates 
oF interest. These were to be guaranteed 
by the New. Haven Railroad Company, 
but as to the validity of this guarantee 
I think there was some doubt. . These 
notes turned out to be worth less than I 
expected. 

‘In. the contract of June 30, 1909, by 
which I took in payment for the Boston 
& Maine stock $16,250,000 of gold notes 
of the. New England Investment and 
Security Company, the New Haven 
agreed to help me finance this acquisi- 
tion. It was..understood . at this time 
between me and the President of the 
New Hayen Railroad Company that I 
should organize a corporation whose 
notes, similar to the notes of the New 
England Investment and Security Com- 

any, should be taken over by the New 

aven Company or the New England 
Navigation Company.. I also desired. to 
form the corporation as a measure of 
self-protection, and-also to avoid com- 
plications in the event of my death. 

‘The charter of the Billard Company 
was granted by the. General Assembly of 
the State of Connecticut in August, 1909. 
The Billard Company never had any- 
thing to do with the Boston & Maine 
stock. Its capital was originally. > 
000, but was later increas to :000,- 
000. This capital was paid in by me in 
cash. The transactions between myself 
and the Billard Company were substan- 
tially as follows: 

“*I sold to the Billard Company $14,- 
250,000 of gold notes-of the New England 
Investment and Security Company, re- 
ceiving in payment therefor $14,250,000 
in gold notes of the Billard poem regey 
These Billard Company. notes. were, in 
accordance with the original understand- 
ing, purchased by the: New England 
Navigation Company. ..A part of .the 
purchase price was applied, by my or- 
der, in payment of my note at the Na- 
tional City Bank’of New York. Two 
million dollars was paid me in cash, and 
the balance was applied én my notes 
held by the New. England Navigation 
Company. The $2,000,000 cash capital of 
the Billard Company was used by the 
company to purchase of me the remain- 
ing $2,000, of gold notes of the New 
England Investment and Security Com- 
pany which I still held. 

*“« When the transaction was concluded 
I held $2,000,000 of the capital stock of 
the. Billard Company. That: company 
had outstanding notes for $14,250,000, 
the proceeds of which, together with its 
capital of $2,000,000 were’ invested in 
$16,250,000 of gold notes of New Eng- 
land Investment and Security Company. 

* Any subsequent dealings of the Bill- 
ard Company with’ the ‘New Haven 
Railroad Company or its subsidiaries 
were all simple business transactions 
and in no case, that I recall; but one 
Was there any accompanying verbal 
understanding. That case was as fol- 


ows: 

“The New England Navigation Com- 
Pany held a block of New Haven shares 
which President Mellen desired to sell. 
In order to have them listed on the 
Stock Exchange they had to be sold to 
an outsider. President Mellen suggested 
that the Billard Company, which was 
a monied corporation authorized to do 
such business, should buy these shares, 
and should endeavor to work them off, 
meanwhile maintaining the market 
price for the purpose by buying small 
blocks of shares when necessary to re- 
lieve the market from pressure. 


Deal Without Loss or Profit. 


“It was arranged the Billard Com- 
pany should give its notes for the pur- 
chase price of the shares and take title 
to them, and when the _ transaction 
should be finally concluded the Billard 
Company was to account, suffering no 
loss, and making no profit, except a 
fair commission. It turned out that the 
market was @ falling -one, and the 
shares were not sold. In accordance 
with the verbal agreement the shares 
were turned back upon an accounting, 
so that the Billard Company neither

There are 146 commission employes. 
The appropriation, aside from the sal- 
aries of the Commissioners,’ is $400,000. 
It was stated to-day at the office of the 
Department of Efficiency and Economy 
that before the investigation was ended 
every employe would be subjected to a 
grueling cross-examination and made 
to render an account of what. he was 
doing for his salary. 

The investigation is due. to the failure 
of the commission to reopen the hear- 
ings which resulted in the commission 
authorizing the Canadian-American 
Power Corporation to capitalize a con- 
tract with one of the Niagara power 
companies for the delivery of current. 
The Canadian-American Power Corpora- 
tion, it is alleged, has no plant and 
no assets aside from the contract in 
question. which is said to impose a 
heavy burden upon the consumers of 
electric current in Buffalo.

“No official communication has yet 
been received at the Qual d’Orsay’ on 
the subject from the German Govern- 
ment.

ments as to French cruelty and bar-

President Poincaré, himself a Lor- 
rainer, is deeply interested in these 
latest developments. At his villa on 
the Riviera, where he is taking a brief 
and well-earned rest, he is kept con- 
stantly in touch with every phase of 
this highly charged ayg complicated 
situation. 

The reported discrimination against 
French citizens is directly in contra- 
vention of Article XI. of the Treaty of 
Frankfort, which assured to France 
the treatment of the most-favored 
nation.

BERLIN, May 7.—With reference to 
Paris reports that French subjects in

Mr. Gest has been abroad for eight 
weeks, visiting Prague, Vienna, Ber- 
lin, Leipsic, Paris, and other cities. He 
bought several plays here and went 
behind the scenes on the opening night 
of the new Alhambra revue and ac- 
quired the “ staircase scene” for the 
New York Winter Garden. He also 
signed a contract with Prof. Theodore 
Kosloff for the American and English 
rights of M. Kosloff’s two-act panto- 
mime in four scenes called “ He and 
She,” produced in Moscow. The prin- 
cipal novelty in it consists of .three 
scenes running simultaneously, onean 
interior and two exteriors. It is said 
to be the first “ three-ring circus” play 
on record. After a try-out in London, 
Mr. Gest: will produce it at the Prin- 
cess Theatre in New York in conjunc- 
tion with Ray Comstock. 

Mr. Gest will sail on the Lusitania 
on Saturday. He said to a NEw YorK 
TIMES correspondent: 

“There is more ‘life’ in London 








than anywhere else in the world, I 
know, but the theatrical season here 
is rotten. The revues alone are keep- 
ing. things alive. The biggest word 
theatrically is coming from Hungary.” 

France’s theatrical star has set so 
far as American managers are con- 
cerned, according to Mr. Gest, who 
said: 

“Nobody wants eatyttites from 
France any more. The unreasonable 
demands of French authors have 
killed the golden egg laying goose— 
the American manager. The French 
authors have a very strong associa- 
tion, ‘through which they do business 
exclusively. They are not allowed to 
do business individually, the result be- 
ing that they grab an American man- 
ager by the throat and give him no 
show. at all.” 

Mr.. Gest said he had. received so 
many manuscripts from would-be 
playwrights at the Savoy Hotel, where 
he is staying, that he had been com- 
pletely “‘ snowed under.” 


BRENT LIKELY TO ACCEPT. 


Will Probably Become Bishop of 
New Jersey, but Awaits Letter.

MANILA, May 7.—The probability 
is that Charles H. Brent, who for thir- 
teen years has been Missionary Bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Philippine Islands, will accept the 
post. of Bishop of New Jersey, to 
which he was unanimously elected 
Tuesday, as the successor to the late 
Bishop Scarborough. 

Bishop Brent is considering the mat- 
ter, but says it will be impossible to 
give a definite reply until he receives 
a formal letter notifying him of his 
election.

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THE WHITE HOUSE WEDDING. 

The Virginia orchards were in bloom 
in time for the second White House 
wedding in the present Administra- 
tion, the fourteenth in the history of 
the Executive Mansion at Washing- 
ton. The historic Blue Room ;was 
decorated .with the blossoms of the 
apple trees mingled with the earlier 
cherry blossoms and the flowers of 
the’ dogwood trees. The wedding 
ceremony of Miss ELEANOR WILSON 
and Mr. Wiutiam G. McApoo, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was becomingly 
simple and modest. Good taste pre- 
vails' in the White House these days. 
The guests were comparatively few 
in number, and there were. no need- 
les$ formalities, and none of the at- 
tributes of a big. public show. These, 
are days burdened with grave re- 
sponsibilities for the President, public 
business of great and growing im- 
portance presses upon him, and it 
would not have been fitting to spare 
the time to make of the wedding a 
festive occasion, with many partici- 
pants, a show for the delight of the 
multitude as official functions of this 
kind frequently are. 

Yet the interest manifested through- 
out the country in the ceremony at 
the White House last’ evening was 
general and sincere. The President 
of the United States is nearer to the 
people whose governmental affairs 
he administers than any other ruler 
of the modern world. The marriage 


of one of his daughters is an event |' 


which naturally touches the popular 
heart. Interest in this wedding is 
the greater as for the first time in 
our history a daughter of a President 
has married a member of his cabinet. 
Heartfelt congratulations. will come 
from every part of the country to! 
the bride and groom, and to the 
bride’s parents, who know so well how 
to manage their domestic affairs and 
keep their private life apart from 
their official routine. 








WE MEDIATE BETWEEN THE 
PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS. 
Congress doubts that it can com- 

plete the Président’s programme, but 
it is ready to adjourn in good season. 
There can be hardly a doubt that will 
suit the President even better than 
making a botch job of the important 
matters now pending. Thus far the 
President’s tactics have been those of 
the rough rider who claps his spurs 
into his bronco andslaps ‘his hat 
over its ears before the astonished 
animal is really aware that there is a 
man aboard. If the cowboy gives the 
bucker time the beast gets the cow- 
boy guessing, but if the. cowboy 
knows his business he starts first and 
keeps the bronco wondering what is 
coming next. 

That is plainly the worried and de- 
jected frame of mind. of Congress. 
The President banged one ear with 
the ‘tariff and banged the other ear 
with the currency law, and Congress 
has not. stopped running yet. ‘Thus 
far it-has run under excellent guid- 
ance, and progress has been in the 
right direction. Miracles have been 
worked, the incredible has been ac- 
complished, and now there is danger 
of risking the fruit of victory by 
pressing on too far. Each house has 
a Trust Dill, and there are many 
amendments which would mar the 
beautiful symmetry of either. Be- 
sides, this subject is ‘loaded,’ and 
has become dangerous whatever is 
done with: it. The politicians who 
have found it profitable to worry big 
business are seeing signs that the 
amusement has its perils. Both ends 
of the avenue know it, and each has 
the other at a standstill; with the 
President still in the saddle, and as 
little the fresher of the two. He has 
kept Congress so busy that it has had 
no time for mischief, but if it falls 
to debating the trust question, about 
which it is hopelessly disagreed both 
with itself and with him, a situation 
may develop agreeable to neither. It 
would be just as well to leave some- 
thing to do after the elections. Enough 
has been done to appeal for the sup- 
port of an enlightened and satisfied 
electorate, and the lines of advance 
will be clearer after the country has 
thought over what has been done, 
and what it is proposed to do. 

The situation in the country is not 
unlike that in the President’s own 
State. It was thought that the final 
‘settlement of the trust question was 
something ‘which could not be post- 
poned. It was settled with enormous 
applause, but the settlement has 
pleased nobody, and accomplished no 
good public purpose. No malefactor 
has abandoned his trade or gone to 
jail because of these laws. On the 
contrary, the villains are litigating 
against the laws, and the people are 
not voting as they ought to because 
of the laws. It would be undesirable 
to have the play run to the final cur- 
tain in the nation in the same man- 
ner. If the President would only 
‘make sure of the offer of Congress to 
adjourn, and the sobner-the better, he 
would be well advised to give the 
country a little time-to think over 
what he has done for it; and of what 
it wants-him to do further. He can

THE BIGGEST WHEAT CROP, 

“A few days azo a calculator of test- 
ed accuracy predicted 900,000,000 
bushels of wheat from this crop. -Yes- 
terday the Government gave its rea- 
sons for expecting 630,000,000 bushels 
of ‘Winter wheat alone. The Spring- 
sown crop on the old yields would give 
fair expectation of 870,000,000. bushels 
as the total crop, or more than a hun- 
dred millions over. the previous maxi- 
mum. This is only a promise. The 
facts are that the biggest breadth ever 
sown is in the highest condition ever 
known. It would require an equally 
unprecedented disaster even to bring 
this promise down to an ordinary 
yield. The best wheat yield ever 
known iis the reasonable expectation 
at this time. 

Crops of this sort are the best rem- 
edy both for high prices and for sus- 
taining the values of the farms. Farm- 
ers are unlike other producers in’ that 
their costs are more nearly fixed than 
their product. After the farmer has 
done his part there remains the work 
of his partner, nature, and the part- 
ner’s work is an unknown quantity. 

The farmer’s reliance has been upon 
dollar wheat, and he has notseemed to 
care whether .the price was realized by 
speculation or by extortion. A billion- 
bushel crop would reduce the price by 
a quarter, but it would not reduce the 
farmer’s profit proportionately. On 
the contrary, the farmer’s profit would 
be liberal, and surer than the profits 
which he has been accustomed to real- 
ize by scarcity. With dollar wheat 
there are hunger and discontent, al-: 
though the farmer has escaped them. 
But when wheat falls in price because 
the buyers lack money the farmer is 
a double loser. His scant crops, fall 
in value, and the farm falls with the 
price of its product. The farmer ought 
to join those.capitalists and corporate 
trusts whose aim is to stabilize their 
industry by ‘increasing production, 
and to remedy scarcity by abundance. 

The true friends of man are those 
who follow this policy, rather than 
seek to distribute other people’s prop- 
erty, or to give fictitious values to 
articles of universal necessity. There 
is no individual farm whose value is 
not increased by adding a bushel or 
two to the acre. The addition to the 
values of all fayms by a billion-bushel 
crop is something hard to calculate, 
and it would not be grudged to the 
cheapeners of food by the reduction 
in the price of breadstuffs, whatever 
the profit to themselves. 








EXPERT CONSTITUTIONAL RE- 
VISERS. 

The signers of CHAUNCEY J. Ham- 
Lin’s plea to Gov. GLynyn that he ask 
the Legislature to consider choosing 
delegates for the coming Constitu- 
tional Convention equally among Re- 
publicans, Democrats, and Progres- 
sives will realize, we think, that the 
Governor has a better plan. In his 
letter to Chairman OsBoRN of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee, Gov. GLYNN 
proposes that an agreement be made 
between the parties to choose for this 
high service the prominent lawyers, 
educators, business men, and students 
of social and economic conditions who 
alone are fitted to revise a State’s or- 
ganic law. This is not the province of 
the politicians, but of authoritative 
experts in government. 

If a purely political plan should be 
considered, Mr. HaMLIN’s would still 
be impossible. ‘In the ‘first place the 
two older parties would refuse to 
yield a one-third representation to the 
Bull Moose, as that is not the emblem 
of one-third of the voters. The fact 
that the scheme ds not representative 
is in itself a fatal objection. In the 
next place, putting it into effect would 
be the signal for log-rolling and party 
trading without regard to public needs, 
For example, to get the initiative, ref- 
erendum, and recall the Progressives 
would yield to the Democratic desire 
to do away with the limitations im- 
posed on this city’s representation in 
the Legislature, and would assent to 
the proposal to increase the number 
of Senators and Assemblymen that 
may be sent to Albany from the large 
cities. There would be constant dick- 
ering to provide for partisan advan- 
tages in the Constitution. 

Gov. GLywn is right in believing that, 
whatever their political faith, the Con- 
stitutional Convention would listen to 
delegates who are real leaders of 
thought and opinion. The State needs 
its able men on that. occasion, not 
scrambling politicians.

A MUCH-NEEDED IMPROVEMENT. 

The decision of the.Court of Ap- 
peals, in the friendly suit brought 
some years ago: by the Trustees of 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor, will enable 
them to use the accumulated moneys 
of their trust for much-needed im- 
provement of the property in’ New 
York City which formerly constituted 
the Minto farm.and is the source of 
income of one of the-most noteworthy 
institutions “of its -kind in: the world. 
Capt. RoBERT RICHARD - RANDALL, 
upon whose bequest the Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor was founded, had no vision of 
the growth of New Yo The home 
for old sailors, within a comparative- 
ly few years, impeded the northward 
growth of Broadway as far downtown 
as Eighth Street. The home was re- 
moved many years ago to.Staten Isl- 
and, where it has long been one of 
the ‘‘ sights’”’ of the metropolis. The 
old farm property, occupying about 
16 acres between Fourth and Fifth 
Avenues, Waverley Place and Tenth 
Street, is worth about $20,000,000, 
but because of the restrictions upon 
the trustees it does not produce near- 
ly the income that it might produce 
in other circumstances. The form of 
the trust has now been legally mod- 
ified and the trustees, though they 
may still be unable to sell some of 
the property, Will be enabled to make 
improvements which will tend to in- 
crease materially the real estate 
values in that part of Manhattan. 

The suit was instituted some years 
ago when Mr. A. BARTON HEPBURN, 
then President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, was, by virtue of.his of- 
fice, also President of the Board of 
Trustees of Snug Harbor. The 
opportunity to make the needed im- 
provements comes in the new Presi- 
dency of Mr. SetH Low, who will 
have in this work the co-operation 
of the Rev. Dr. HowarD DUvFFIELD 
and other public-spirited citizens. 
Many blocks of the Snug Harbor 
tract are occupied by small, old- 
fashioned houses now used for tailor- 
ing shops and other small businesses. 
The reclamation of this property is a 
matter in which all New Yorkers will 
feel a personal interest.

Thirty-three years ago, in 1881, an 
energetic English lad, earning a scant 
livelihood by the sale of newspapers 
in the streets of London, resolved to 
try his fortune in America. On the 
afternoon of July 2 of that year prob- 
ably many traveling Americans 
bought copies of newspapers from this 
lad, for these newspapers contained re- 
ports of the assassination of President 
GARFIELD, and it was the most pros- 
pérous day the little English boy had 
ever known. Hundreds of thousands 
of Americans at home have since 
bought newspapers not sold to them 
directly by JAMEs KEELEY, but in large 
part made for them by him.

new river, one is somehow reminded of 
the fact that our dear cousins, having 
themselves done so much exploration— 
and having done it so well;.there’s no 
question of that—are a little inclined to 
think that the small remainder of the 
unknown might better be left to them. 
They were not too well pleased when 
one pole after the other escaped their 
nets, and now to have an American ama- 
teur capture-a big prize in the Brazilian 
wilderness is quite enough to explain, if 
not to excuse, the rather obvious dis- 
courtesy. of the doubts they are ex- 
pressing, and-even of ‘the denials they 
are making. 

In judging both doubts and denials,

His party included 
not only Capt. Ronpon, a veteran Bra- 
zilian explorer, but two representative 
scientisits connected with: the American 
Museum of Natural History, ‘and they 
would be hardly likely to support him in 
Such an egregious error as that into 
which he is charged with having fallen. 
All of these will have to make official 
reports on the journey, and till they dis- 
pute the Colonel’s statements it~ would 
seem the part of discretion to assume 
that his river is.new and that it runs— 
down hill, too—just about where he says 
he found it. His account of his achieve- 
ments, though characteristically exult- 
ant, is yet notably modest, for certainly 
no leader of an expedition ever gave 
more, or more enthusiastic, credit to his 


subordinates and associates than has the 
Colonel. 


That an essential 
change in the rela- 
tion of doctors to 
; the public is to be 

expected in the near 
future has been asserted by many who 
have given thoughtful attention to the 
Steady advance in recognized impor- 
tance of preventive, as compared with 
curative, medicine. This creates what 
on high authority has been declared to 
be an irresistible tendency toward mak- 
ing the physician a salaried official, 
serving communities rather than indi- 
viduals. 

Preparatory for that alteration of sta- 
tus, or rather for its completion, for it is 
already well begun, there will come, ac- 
cording to The American Journal of 
Surgery, an economic change in the re- 
lation of doctors to each other. The day 
is far past, it says, since!the family phy- 
sician supplied all there was ef both 
medical and surgical skill. Now the 
original divisions of practice have been 
subdivided, for specialism has developed 
in both branches of the profession. But 
while the line between medical and sur- 
gical diseases is sharply defined, that 
between medical and surgical patients 
is fading away, and in few instances 
can the surgeon, any more than the doc- 
tor, work alone. He must often call in 
\other specialists, such as the radiogra- 
phist, the gastro-enterologist, the urolo- 
gist, and the bacteriologist, and besides 
these there are the nurse, the historian, 
and the anesthetist, whose help may be 
necessary. 

But, declares The Journal, while “‘ the 
various scientifically co-ordinated spe- 
cialties remain economically’ separate 
business enterprises, defeat of their 
best possibilities is invited.” This 
means, it adds in conclusion, that 
either the members of the medical pro- 
fession must go into partnership with one 
another or they mh go into partner- 
ship with the public. Either economic 
competition must fall in line and give place 
to economic co-operation, just as we now 
have: scientific co-operation, or the public 
must confiscate the medical profession. as 
it is now proceeding to do fn England. The 
surgeon must syndicalize himself or the 
Fublic is going to socialize him. One or 
the other of these is inevitable. Either is 
to be preferred to the present competitive 
system, in which both surgeon and patient 
are the victims of economic maladjustment.

Prof. Cratain replied: ‘‘Well, Mr. de 
Heyman, if it were, and you could furnish 
absolute proof, I would get you a check of 
$1,000,000, as I understand there is no por- 
trait’ of William Shakespeare from life, and 
if your picture is one it would be priceless.”’ 
He intimated Mr. Morgan would purchase it 
immediately. 

After the news of Prof. Chatain, I sent my 
son to Europe to seek art critics and Shake- 
spearean writers. 

Prof. Chatain-is known in New York and 
Paris by a number of art critics; he retired 
from his professional duties several years ago. 

The picture was not sold to-an art dealer 
for $18,000, but Col. Miller of Mahwah, 
N. J., bought it some forty years ago as a 


Shakespeare picture and paid such sum for 
it as above. 

My late /husband bought it about nine 
years ago from an art collector, and from 
that time-we have made researches all over 
Germany and En mgiane, and finally secured 
positive proofs and historical facts which are 
now in my ae.

May I reply tothe letter to TuE 
TimEs from Walter S. Hiatt regarding 
the inefficiency and neglect of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission in the matter of 
regulating and controlling the distribu- 
tion of gas to the consumer, and the 
consequent helplessness of the ‘public 
in being obliged to submit to the im- 
positions of the gas companies? Mr. 
Hiatt says that it pays .more for 


lower rate of 80 cents a thousand cubic 
feet and with the supervision by the 
commission. Imperfect and incorrect 
gas meters are allowed to be used, he 
contends. 

Many of us apparently draw too 
hasty and generalized conclusions re- 
garding the-manner in which our vari- 
ous public and official departments 
conduct their affairs. These conclu- 
sions, I believe, are partly due to the 
fact that we do not go very deep into 
the apparent causes of our misbeliefs 
and partly because many of us in- 
stinctively feel that when public: offi- 
cials control the operations of large 
private interests they do so in a slip- 
shod and half-hearted manner. 

Before the gas company puts in a 
meter for a consumer the meter must 
have been tested by an official of the 
commission and found to be correct 
within an allowable error and must 
have on it the seal of the commission 
and a special number designating that 
it has been tested by such and such 
an official of the commission on a cer- 
tain day, &c. The records to which 
these numbers refer, which show the 
actual tests are made by the official, are 
on file and are accessible. The con- 
sumer may even demand and has the 
right to be present when the test of his 
meter is made. It must be remembercd 
that there are many meters in use 
which had been installed long before 
the. commission was created, and some 
of these very often are the cause of the 
trouble. 

Mr. Hiatt ptiiae that he notified the 
commission that he wanted his meter 
tested. He, was accordingly surprised 
when, the day following, he received 
yword from the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany asking what the matter was. How 
is it, he asks, that, the gas company 
should know he made @ complaint? For 
the reason that the commission notifies 
the gas company, when it receives a 
complaint, to take out the meter—tfirst, 
however, sending an Inspector to .the 
consumer to seal the meter if it has 
not already been sealed; that is, if it 
is not one which was -installed prior 
to the creation of the commission. The 
removing of the meter is made by the 
gas company becatisé the expense of 
removal would otherwise fall upon the 
commission, which it would not be fair 
to ask it to assume. 

Mr. Hiatt was then farther surprised 
when he was informed that the testing 
of the meter was done at the office of 
the gas company. The testing of com- 
plaint meters is made at the offices of 
the gas companies by officials of the 
commission, merely on account of con- 
venience, as the removal of meters to 
and from the quarters of the commission} 
and the gas companies would. entail 
a lot of trouble and extra expense. 
However, the meters are tested with a 
meter prover which has been standard- 
ized by the commission, the original 
standard being a prover standardized 
by the Bureau of Standards at Wash- 
ington, D. C., so that with a standard 
made by the commission and with an 
official of the commission making the 
test, the testing of a gas meter, even 
though it be .made at the. offices of the 
gas company, is an absolutely impar- 
tial'and correct procedure. 

I believe that on the whole the Pub- 
lic Service Commission enjoys the con- 
fidence and trust of the majority of the 
public, but if through these few words 
I shall have awakened an attitude of 
confidence and trust in some of those 
in whom it had heretofore not reposed 
IL shall féel that I have performed 
successfully a true civic duty.

Mrs. McAdoo is the brunette of the 
Wilson daughters, 24 years old, with 
such an expressive face that most peo- 
ple call her handsome. She is tall and 
slender. Mrs. McAdoo plays a. good 
game of tennis, though equally devoted 
to horseback riding. 


McAdoo, An “Original Wilson Man.” 

Mr. McAdoo was one of the “original 
Wilson men,” and as Vice, Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee and 
as Acting Chairman during much of 
the 1912 campaign, the ‘acquaintance 
between the two, fated to be bound to- 
gether later by family ties, has had no 
breaks from its inception. Mr. McAdoo’s 
first wife died about two years ago. 


She was Sarah Houston Fleming, of 
Chattanooga, Tenn. Of his six children, 
three sons and three daughters, the two 
oldest are married. They are Mrs. Chas. 


Martin, who lives in Arizona, and Fran- 
cis H: McAdoo, of this city. The other

McADOO FOR PARIS MISSION? 


Pittsburgh Report Says Palmer Will 
Succeed Him as Treasury Head. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Efforts made 
to-night to verify a report from Pitts- 
burgh that William G. McAdoo would 
become Ambassador to France. and be 
succeeded as Secretary of the Treasury 
by Representative A. Mitchell Palmer 
of Pennsylvania were fruitless. Some 
well-informed people were inclined to 
credit, it on the basis of an understand- 
ing that Mr. Palmer would receive a 
Government position of importance in 
the event of his defeat in the coming 
contest for Senator from Pennsylvania. 
Reports that Mr. McAdoo would leave 
the Cabinet have been in circulation 
ever since the announcement of his en- 
gagement to Miss Eleanor Wilson. 

It was said here several months ago 
that President Wilson, in insisting that 
Mr. Palmer become the Demoératic can- 
didate for United States Senator from 
Eee! Hien: assured Mr. Palmer that 
a position would be found for him here 
if he was~ defeated in the. November 
elections. It is known that Mr. Palmer 
does not expect to retire from public 
life even if unsuccessful in the Sena- 
torial contest. 

President Wilson has not filled. the 
Ambassadorship to France. He offered 
the post several times to William F. 
McCombs of New York, Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. 

The report that Mr. McAdoo would 
leave the Cabinet has been denied at 
the White House. President Wilson has 
indicated on several occasions that he 
did not want any changes in his Cabinet. 
One thing, apparently certain is that 
Mr. Palas will not be appointed to any 
executive office until after the Novem- 
ber elections.

Chamber’s New President First Son 
to Succeed Father 
That Office.: 


Seth Low was elected Presidént of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday at the 
one hundred and forty-sixth annual 
meeting of the organization, thé dffic6 
held by his father fifty years ago. It 
was the fifst instance of a son follow- 
ing his father as head of the Chambér. 
Abiel Abbott Low served as Président 
from 1863 to 1867.

“ALBANY, May 7.—Conditions iff the 
‘State hospitals for the insane, which, 
according to Commissioner John H. 


Delaney of the Department of Effici-/ F 


ency and Economy, recall the notorious 
_ beef scandals of the Spanish-American 
“war, are being disclosed by the inves- 
tigation now in progress under the de- 
partment’s auspices. 

Commissioner Delaney has gained the 
co-operation of the State Health De- 
partment, and to-day Inspector Ferrin 
of that department, accompanied by 
Deputy Commissioner Horgan and Chief 
Bxaminer Jackson of the Department 
of Efficiency and Economy, went to the 
Hudson River State Hospital for the 
Imgsane at Poughkeepsie. This tour of 
inspection was prompted by informa- 
tion that a big shipment of fo odsup- 
plies was expected there to-day. 

The Poughkeepsie institution was vis- 
ited recently by two Inspectors from 
the United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry, who reported intolerable 
conditions in connection with the food 
supply, as well as complete neglect of 
the rudiments of canitation and clean- 
liness in the storing and preparation 
ef food for the insane patients. 

Commissioner Delaney to-night made 
public a statement showing that, even 
with an investigation in progress, the 
officials responsible for the conduct of 
the State’s insane hospitals continued 
te accept food products unfit for con- 
sumption, not to mention the fact that 
the quality did not come up to speci- 
fications and contract requirements. 

In describing the experience of his in- 
vestigators at the Hudson River State 
Hospital to-day, Commissioner Delaney 
said that they found twenty cases of 
eggs in the storehouse which were unfit 
for food.
